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Canada  Fat'es  Grave  Situnlion  in  Shrinking  Markets 


Thinking  Aloud  British  Scene  . . .

CANADA'S  dwindling  export  market 
underwent  another  contraction  this 
week  with  the  announcement  that  The 
Argentine  could  no  longer  pay  for  Imports 
in  dollars  and  had  frozen  all  foreign  ex- 
change. The  word  “temporary”  has  been 
used  to  describe  the  Republic's  economic 
setback,  brought  on  by  too  rapid  spending 
of  dollar  reserves;  but  “temporary”  is  an 
elastic  term  and  there  Is  little  to  encourage 
belief  tl;at  the  situation  may  right  itself 
soon. 

In  Canada's  trading  in  1948  the  exchange 
of  goods  between  the  Dominion  and  The 
Argentine  took  a relatively  small  place,  with 
a balance  In  Canada's  favor  of  some  $10,- 
000,000.  Nevertheless  this  latest  develop- 
ment is  of  grave  significance  to  manufac- 
turers. for  The  Argentine  until  now  had 
been  an  expanding  outlet  for  finished  and 
leml-flnished  goods.  The  postwar  em- 
phasis in  the  Dominion  has  largely  been 
placed  on  Increasing  production  of  manu- 
factured goods:  but  of  what  use  would  that 
be  to  the  nation's  economy  If^  markets  can- 


not be  found  for  them?  Mr.  Howe  stated 
recently  that  the  Dominion  has  been  able 
”to  more  than  treble  Its  output  In  dollar 
terms"  In  ten  years.  Can  that  be  regarded 
as  a good  thing  for  the  country  If  dollars 
are  not  readily  obtainable? 

Although  closer  to  equilibrium  than  be- 
fore, Canada's  trade  relations  with  the 
United  States  remain  lop-sided.  Of  other 
foreign  outlets,  one  after  another  la  being 
narrowed  or  plugged  completely,  present- 
ing an  outlook  for  Canada  that  Is  fsu'  from 
stimulating.  If  the  industries  Mr.  Howe 
and  the  Government  are  so  eager  to  expand 
are  denied  markets,  eventually  some  of 
them  may  have  to  put  up  their  shutters. 

With  Its  meagre  population,  Canada  can- 
not begin  to  support  existing  Industries  on 
domestic  consumption;  nor  will  It  be  able 
to  do  AO  In  the  foreseeable  future.  It  might 
be  better,  therefore.  If  for  the  time  being 
less  emphasis  were  placed  on  Increasing 
production  of  goods  until  the  Government 
can  give  definite  assurance  that  markets 
are  ready  for  them.  ^

WHILE  many  will  respect  the  word  of 
Vllhjalmur  Stefanason,  noted  Arctic 
explorer,  and  understand  his  en- 
thusiasm for  the  frozen  lands  where,  so 
much  of  his  life’s  work  has  been  achieved. 
It  Is  not  quite  practical  to  compare  Canada 
with  Russia  In  Arctic  latitudes.  Their 
terrain,  population,  methods  of  governance 
and  problems  are  very  different.  Nor  Is  there 
much  real  comparison  between  the  tundra 
belt  In  Canada’.s  Northland  and  the  Islands 
beyond  and  Russia’s  frontage  on  the  Arctic 
Ocean. 

What  precise  advantage  would  it  be  to 
this  country  to  build  cities  of  from  20,000 
to  40.000  {icople  within  the  rim  of  the  Arctic 
Circle  when  there  are  hardly  enough  people 
to  develop  the  small  100-mlle  belt  of  the 
temperate  zone  which  lies  Immediately 
north  of  the  American  border?  Hardy  as 
Canadian.^  may  be  who  among  them  would 
cut  themselves  adrift  from  a much  surer 


living  closer  to  the  hub  of  civilization,  un- 
leas  they.  too.  had  lost  their  freedom  and 
were  being  merely  pushed  about? 

That  Canada  needs  colonization  Is  no- 
where In  dispute.  The  real  opportunities 
of  this  land  will  lie  fallow  In  great  part  until 
there  are  many  times  the  number  of  people 
In  the  Dominion  than  there  are  today. 
While  that  Is  so,  is  It  likely  that  the  last 
fringe  of  the  frontier  lands  are  apt  to  be 
developed,  when  the  geographical,  climatic, 
and  other  special  difficulties  they  present 
are  probably  not  re|>eated  anywhere  else  in 
the  world? 

Up  to  the  present  Canadians  have  ex- 
plored and  utilized  their  northlands  as.  out 
of  their  own  Initiative,  they  saw  fit.

I'M  really  surprtsed  to  learn  that  the 
Navy's  growing  tired.  You  would 
never  think  so  to  Judge  by  the  chaps 
you  see  aroand  here,  but  they'rs  not 
the  culprits.  It's  the  fellows  at  Naval 
Headquarters  who  are  shrinking  from 
hard  work. 

Sure,  It's  quite  a terrific  chore  to 
sort  out  what's  due  In  the  way  of  prise 
money  now  that  the  wartime  navy  has 
dispersed  and  the  men  scattered  sUl 
over  the  country.  That's  whal  admin- 
istrative staffs  are  for.  though,  unless 
I'm  grievously  mlsuken. 

And  It  was  quite  a chore  tn  the  first 
place  to  go  out  and  capture  the  ships 
that  have  been  turned  Into  piise 
money— at  least  slightly  more  uncom- 
fortable and  dsmgerous  than  rum- 
maging among  old  files. 

1 hope  some  Mqpiber  of  Parliament 
has  his  acid  wits  about  him  when  this 
propoeal  to  divert  the  $3,000.(XK)  owing 
to,  say.  50,000  past  and  present  sailors, 
comes  up  for  discussion. 

It's  no  excuse  to  argue  that  anyway 
each  man  would  only  get  about  $10  so 
what’s  the  use  of  going  to  a lot  of 
trouble,  why  not  just  dump  It  Into  the 
navy's  benevolent  fund  If  Com- 
mander Beard's  suggestion  were  fol- 
lowed and  the  money  divided  equally 
between  officers  aird  men.  there  might 
be  about  $60  apiece  for  distribution.

DO  IT  DECENTLY 

It  hasn't  been  customary  lo  the  past 
to  put  the  wardroom  and  the  lower 
deck  on  a level.

FROZEN  FI  NDS 

During  the  war.  as  all  veterans  well 
know,  the  profits  from  the  men's 
sergeants'  and  officers'  messes  were 
used  to  provide  amenities,  sports  and 
recreational  equipment  that  the  army 
doesn't  allow  to  be  charged  to  official 
funds.  The  troops  ran  these  me.sses, 
paid  for  the  gcoda  that  were  sold,  and 
the  profits,  you  would  think,  should  be 
their  own.  Not  necessarily  divided 
out  among  them  like  naval  pi  ise 
money,  but  sdlocated  to  U\e  regiments 
concerned. 

But  no.  Somea’hvre  In  the  bank 
accounts  of  Army  Headquarters  there 
is  the  record  of  a huge  sum  of  money 
—canteen  ftmds  frozen  by  orders  ot 
Army  Headquarters.  The  Idea  seems 
to  tfa  that  this  money  will  oe  arpor- 
tloned  equally  to  every  unit  In  Canada, 
no  matter  who  helped  to  raise  It.  al- 
though the  war  Is  over  three  years 
now  and  it's  sUll  under  lock  and  key. 

The  point  made  by  many  units  about 
the  canteen  funds  is  this:  There  wej-t 
some  regiments  which  had  no  care  for 
tomorrow  and  which  enjoyed  many  a 
spree  by  using  up  all  their  canteen 
profits.  Other  regiments,  remember- 
ing the  parslmonlus  treatment  of  re- 
serve army  units  In  prewso*  days  care- 
fully built  up  a fund  that  could  be 
u«d  to  reorganize  the  regiment  after 
the  war  and  supply  the  extras  without 
which  recruits  would  be  hard  to  get— 
like  pipes  and  kilts,  for  example 

FRAISEWORTHY  Al.M 

This  was  a praiseworthy  aim  that 
you  might  suppose  w’ould  be  endorsed 
by  the  brass  hits,  but  apparently  not. 
It’s  to  be  share  and  share  alike — tome 
day— the  thrifty  and  the  profligate. 

One  unit  had  $17,000  to  its  canteen 
'credit  when  11  left  to  come  home  from 
Europe  after  the  war  ended.  On 
orders  from  higher -up  that  money  was 
turned  over  to  Ottawa — and  there  It 
still  is.  You  can  imagine  how  the 
regiment  feels  about  It,  when  U could 
put  the  money  to  good  use  In  tha 
interest  of  Itself  and  the  Canadian 
Army  in  general. 

AnoUier  unit  that  was  olsbaoded 
during  the  war  had  Its  « jhnentaJ 
funds  froeen  immediately  It  was 
wound  up.  It  wasn't  allo*^d  even  to 
stage  a farewell  smoking  concert  for 
the  troope  out  of  their  own  uoney,  all 
of  which  was  enforcedly  .ransferred 
to  Ottawa. 

A joker  about  this,  although  the 
battalion  didn't  qulU  art  the  Joke,  was 
that  the  canteen  funds  thiu  thrown 
Into  a common  Jackpot  contained  offi- 
cers' mess  dues,  which  by  no  stretch 
of  imagination  could  be  considered  es 
belonging  to  the  army  itself.  In  fact 
mam'y  such  reglmentsJ  funds  now  in 
escrow  may  Includs  dues  psdd  by  offi- 
een  so  that  army  Ufa  eouM  be  n^e  a 
UtUe  more  habitable. 

Regimen  te  all  over  the  country  are 
peeved  about  the  retention  of  theee 
canteen  profita.  and  no  wonder. 

Truly,  brass  hats  have  an  amaalng 
psychology  about  them.  It's  almost 
Incredible  that  they  should  be  so  stuffy 
and  high-handed  about  both  oavmJ 
piise  money  and  army  canteen  funds

Fiom  Canada’s  Capital

Dr  Hugh  R.  McLaren,  asalstant 
chief  of  the  Dentsd  Health  D1  Vi- 
llon, Department  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare,  la  authority  for  this 
statement: 

"It  is  reasonable  to  say  to  all  the  > 
parents  of  a community  that.  If  all 
their  children  from  three  to  thir- 
teen years  were  to  receive  topical 
sodium  fluoride  applications,  a great 
reduction  in  the  annual  increase  of 
new  rsvliiei  could  be  expected.' 

As  to  the  degree  of  effertiveness,  no 
authoritative  claims  can  yet  be  made, 
although  an  average  reduction  of  at 
least  40  per  cent  in  the  number  of  new 
cavities  In  tlie  teeth  ot  children  receiv- 
ing the  treatments  Is  to  be  expected. 

The  effect  of  a number  of  fluoride 
solutions  on  tooth  tissue  has  been 
found  to  be  an  Increased  resistance 
of  tooth  enamel  to  add  attack.  Mr. 
McLaren  says.  A series  of  four  appli- 
cations at  weekly  Intervals  to  the  teeth 
of  children  at  the  ages  of  three,  seven, 
ten  and  thirteen  years  is  advised.  In 
the  light  of  present  evidence  ihert  la 
no  indication  that  its  use  is  justified 
beyond  the  age  of  thirteen,  when 
tooth  formation  has  usually  been  com- 
pleted. 


Dr.  Mcl,aren  warns  that  fluorine  and 
Its  compoimds  are  toxic.  Sodium 
fluoride  is  quite  safe  In  the  hands  of 
a dentist  properly  trained  In  Its  use 
but  must  be  regarded  as  potentially 
dangerous  otherwise.  It  has  no  place 
In  the  family  medlclne-chest. 

The  discovery  of  fluorine  potentiali- 
ties In  preventing  tooth  decay  came 
about  unexpectedly.  Scientists  were 
Investigating  the  cause  of  motUed 
enamel  on  teeth  and  found  that 
fluorine  was  the  responsible  agent. 

P'or  some  years  they  tried  to  find 
means  of  eliminating  it  from  water 
supi>I>s  UnCn,  In  IB3S.‘they  d!.*v-_-r'-ted 
that  people  living  In  communities 
where  the  water  contained  fluorine 
seemed  to  have  fewer  cavities.  Their 
second  important  dLscovery  was  that 
where  there  was  a certain  concentra- 
tion of  fluorine— about  one  part  per 
million— tn  the  water  supply.  It  pro- 
tected against  decay  without  causing 
mottled  enamel.

Baby  Knows  Best

Recently  we  read  a piece  in  a 
dally  newspaper  which  made  us 
feel  better.  It  was  the  report  of  a 
(feting  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Pediatrics  The  baby  doctors  came 
out  of  the  meeUng  with  general  agree- 
ment on  certain  ideas  that  parents 
had  been  taught  were  utterly  wrong 
For  instance  they  say  that  they 
•houldn't  be  loo  rigid  about  training 
and  feeding  schedules.  One  doctor,  a 
professor  at  New  York  University 
Medical  School,  said  that  "the  de- 
mands of  the  child  in  what  he  wants 
lo  eat  should  be  listened  to,  and  often 
accepted.  In  general,"  the  doctor  said, 
"children  are  better  Judges  of  ^at 
they  need  In  foods  than  our  own  pre- 
conceived ideas  based  on  findings 
about  the  average  child." 

We  always  figured,-  but  never  had 
tha  courage  to  aay  ao,  that  this  busl- 
neas  of  waking  up  a baby  at  11  o'clock 
at  lEgiits  and  filling  him  with  Pablum 
and  milk,  then  repeating  the  dose  at 
6 a ro  , whether  the  youngster  wanted 
It  or  not,  was  the  bunk  It  looks  now 
as  If  It  would  be  Just  as  well  and  maybe 
better  to  stuff  him  well  about  6 or  7 
o'clock  with  enough  to  carry  him  right 
through  until  normal  breakfast  Ume 
when  he  and  everyone  else  would  have 
had  a good  night's  sleep. 

What  to  give  him  In  the  evening 
shouldn't  present  any  problem  that 
ordinary,  intelligent  parent#  couldn't 
solve  Since  the  doctor  says  that  chil- 
dren are  beUer  Judges  about  what  Uiey 
need  than  some  of  the  high-priced 
speciallsU  who  have  been  telling  par- 
ents whst  they  should  give  them.  It 
should  be  left  to  themselves.  But  a 


child  cant  tell  his  requiroments  and 
preferences  in  the  food  line  until  ha's 
had  a chance  to  taste  a lot  of  different 
kinds  of  grub  and  (he  opportunity  to 
Indicate  by  reaching,  waving  a spoon 
or  a little  healthy  bellowing  what  he 
wants  and  needs. 

U might  be  home-made  pork  and
